The onion, turnip, beet, &c., as also the 
cabbage and cauliflower and Scotch cale, re- 
fuse to suspend their vegetation process till 
spring returns, and struggle forward towards 
the formation of tops and branches for the 
production of seed. I was surprised, this 
spring, to find that cauliflower stocks, unfit 
for cutting and thrown over a box contain- 
ing turnips in my garden, and there covered 
with turnip tops and hemlock boughs to 
protect the turnips from frost, had grown in 
that position, and had flowers fit for cook- 
ing. Jt convinced me thata box covering 
of boards with a good roofing of hemleck 
houghs would have enabled the row of caul- 
iflowers to survive the last winter, and con- 
tinue their growth in their original position, 
to far greater advantage. Such an experi- 
ment may be worth trying with cauliflow- 
ers, if not with cabbages, set out in rows be- 
fore the hard frosts of November commence,

To Maxe Youne Pear Trees Bear— 
I wasafflicted by the sightin my garden 
for four or five years, of the most luxuriant 
and thrifty young pear trees, which would 
not bear, but all their strength ran to wood, 


Vexed at this, I resolved to try the effect of | 


bending down the branches so as to check 
the flow of sap and cause them to form fruit 
buds, instead of wood buds. Accordingly, 
the first week of December, 1847, I] filled my 
pockets with stont twine: I droye some 
small pegs into the ground directly under- 
neath my trees,*(which had branched so low 
as to make dwarfish heads ;) I then tied a 
string to the end of a very long shoot and 
gradually bringing down the end of the limb 
nll it curved down to make a considerable 
bend or bow, fastened it in that position, 
either by tying the other end to the peg or 
to another branch or part of the trunk. 
According to expectation, the tree next 
year changed its habit of growth, and set an 
abundance of fruit buds. Since that, I have 
had plentiful crops of fruit without trouble.

NEW CEMETERY. 


Some years since, a movement was made by 
our people, in fuvor of establishing a new burial- 
place or of decorating the old one, in the centre 
of the town; but from some attendant untow- 
ard circumstances, the project failed, and ours is 
among the multitude of large towns, that con- 
tinue to tolerate interments in the very midst of 
a dense population. 

This practice was formerly common, but en- 
lightened philosophy, demonstrated by sce 
investigation, has taught the world a better les- | 
son ; and men are found engaged, in several of 
the countries in Europe, and in many of the 
large cities and towns both in this country and 
abroad, in the good work of pointing out the 
evils of the old practice, and enlisting advocates 
for a reform. 

Shall nothing be done among ourselves in_ this 
important matter?) Are not the facts, which 
have been recently developed, sufficiently start- 
ling in their nature, to arouse us to action on the 
subject? Is the health of the living to be longer 
jeoparded by contact or vicinity with decaying 
relics of the dead—however dear to us were 
the spirits of those who once animated them ?— 
Can infection become lezs irksome, from the fact 
that it is generated by the decomposition of forms 
of beauty which once we loved—or will it sooth 
the throbbings of the fevered pulse, to reflect 
that the frail tabernacle to whose present influ- 
ence we are indebted for the disease under which 
we are writhing, was once inbabited by a_cher- 
ished triend? 

Certainly not! It is not the shell we love, even 
in life ; but the informing soul—the kernel—the 
essence ! And when that is extracted,—although 
from the relation it bore to that which contained | 
it, we should treat it with due respect,—it is in- 
deed entitled to no consideration whatever, com- 
pared to the physical welfare of survivers. But, 
if it were otherwise, a degree of respect not a 
whit the less profound, may be extended to the 
remains of the departed, while the lives and 
health of others are preserved unharmed.

There surely can be 
no good scholarship where this primary 
element in education is neglected or | 
deficient. We would recoinmend in- 
creased attention on the part of the 
teachers, tothis branch of instruction, 
as it is of far more importance than the 
showy accomplishments in drawing, and 
experiments in philosophy, which are 
sometimes exhibited as proofs of the 
progress of a School. 

What then is the cause it will be 
asked of the deficiencies complained of. 
We believe it to be this, —that too much | 


is atternpted in the present course of#chants in the nation, blaming our pro- | dominate. 


instruction. “he Schools are departing 
too much from their original character | 
of Grammar and Writing Schools, | 
while the capacities of the pupils and 
the time that they are privileged to at- 
tend School remain the same.

We do not believe that it is a step ever 
taken wantonly and recklessly, but only 
from the strongest conviction of duty 
and the profoundest sense of responsi- 
bility, nay with much more of the mar- 
tvr-spirit than is often implied in the 
world-famous sacrifices. When such 
anact of heroism, however misjudged 
‘or ill-timed, is met with anger and bit- 


terness, one of two equally important! 


results is apt to ensue. If the minister 
be not endowed with peculiar strength 
of character, he is persecuted, grieved, 
and broken down into a supple-tiine- 
server, an irresponsible mouth-piece 
for his congregation, a paltry and con- 
temptible item of charch furniture. If 
he is made of sterner stuff, the danger 
is that he will be drivento a pugilistic 
attitude, converted into a chainpion of 
impracticable ultraisms, and rendered 
permanently a disturbing force in the 
Christian community. In both these 
ways there have been lost to the best 
interests of religion and humanity inany, 
whom simple justice on the part of their 
congregations might have saved. 

Our lesson then to parishioners is 
one of tolerance and kind instruction. | 
Their minister must by the tenure of 
his office be the responsiosle judge of 
the true province of the pulpit. His 
judgment will depend very much upon 
his years. If he ts young and of but 
little experience, he will have unlimit- 
ed faith in the immediate power of 
preaching, and with honest, generous 
enthusiasm, with a fresh zeal which 
cannot wait to be over-nice as to the fit- 
ness of tine and place, he will rush 
towards whatever end seems to him 
morally desirable, confidently expect- 
ing to sweep a multitude along with 
hin by the urgency of his reasoning 
and the earnestness of his persuasion. 
If he has been long in the ministry, he 
will have had too sad experience of the 
hardness of men’s minds and hearts to 
expect to take them by storm, and will 
therefore lay siege to them by gradual 
approaches, will seek the mollissuna 
fandi tempora, will watch for opportuni- 
ties, and will speak the truta as his 
hearers are able to hear it. But it ts 
essential to the well-being of our par- 
ishes and the interests of religion that

List contains some interesting statistics 
|} {rom which some idea of the extent of 
the whaling business may be formed. — 
| The greater portion of this business is 
| confined to Massachusetts. ‘The whole 
| number of vessels employed is six hun- 
|dred and five. New Bedford has two 
/hundred and seventy-five ships and 
| barques, and more than half the tonage, 
Nantucket, New London and Fairhaven 
have about an equal interest in the bu- 
siness. There are now one hundred 
‘|and thirty-two large ships and barques 
in port, fitting for sea, and they will 
require nearly four thousand men for 
| officers and crews; the total amount of 

property invested in the whaling busi- 
| ness must be between twenty and thirty 
|million of dollars. The first seven 
|months of this vear, there has been 
landed about $2,800,000 worth of sperm 
oil, $4,500,000 worth of whale oil, and 
| $1.200,000 worth of bone—making a
